Abuse by taxpayers of the privilege 
of securing an extension of time in 
which they may file their income tax 
returns will no longer I*** tolerated* ac­ 
cording to orders issued by tho Com­ 
missioner of Internal lh wen tie and an­ 
nouncements made in this District br­ 
e d lector Geo. C. Hopkins. 
Heretofore, tax experts, with a long 
list of clients have been in the habit 
of 
asking anil 
securing extensions, 
chiefly on the ground that they have 
more clients than they can physically 
attend to around March 15. 
“The 
Commissioner 
of 
Internal 
Revenue has authorized mc to advise 
all taxpayers that only in those oases 
shown to have genuine merit will ex­ 
tensions of time be granted for filing,” 
said Collector Hopkins. 
“'The records show that for several 
years the extension privilege has been 
abused, and that in many cases tax- 
payers or their representatives have 
habitually refines ted extensions year 
after year so that 
delayed returns 
have been the rule rallier than the ex­ 
ception. 
“It is believed, therefore, in these, 
as well as in many other (rases the de 
lay was occasiond prim arily by undue 
exercise of the privilege afforded tax 
payers of .securing extensions of tim* 
rather than by meritorious causes, 
hence the recent instructions to all col­ 
lectors to grant extensions only upon 
the showing of! a god and sufficient 
cause. 
In tiler words, extensions will 
be granted only in those cases in 
which, by reason of the circumstances 
involved, the taxpayers could not have 
fill'd timely returns through tin* ex­ 
ercise of ordinary diligence. 
“This is to advise representatives of 
taxpayers that wholesale requests for 
extensions 
(a long list of clients) 
presented at th** eleventh hour. acoom- 
panied by no better reason than “Im ­ 
possible to Collect data.*' or “Physi­ 
cally impossible to reach all" will not 
be granted. 
“We advise representatives of tax­ 
payers who have a large clientele to 
commence operations immediately af­ 
ter January first and not w ait until 
March fifteenth to file returns. 
“We advise taxpayers who depend 
on others to prepare their returns to 
furnish all data to their agents im­ 
mediately after January first. 
The 
return can then la* prepared but not 
filed and tax paid until March fif­ 
teenth.”

Agents Busy Men 


Farm ers who are inclined to criti­ 
cise the county agent because they 
can't pct him to terrace their farms 
may feel better about it when they 
learn that if s the same story all over 
th** state. 
From two to five times aa 
many farm ers have c:ill***i on agents 
for help in this line this w inter as it 
is possible to aid. Extension Service 
authorities assert. 
Iii spite of the 
fact that the acres terraced lier agent 
have been steadily increasing from 
year to year, they say, and that more 
than B00.000 acres are estimated to 
have lieen protected by terraces or 
contours in 1929 alone, farm er de­ 
mand 
has 
swamped 
nearly 
every' 
county 
agent in Texas 
with 
more 
work than he can hum!Ie. 
Tile solution the Extension Service 
has linen working on for a few years 
back under the leadership of M. R. 
Bentley, 
farm 
engineer, 
has 
been 
the training of farm ers to do the work 
themselves in community' and county 
terracing schools. 
This 
is because 
terracing as a means of conserving 
soil and rainfall has lieen dem onstrat­ 
ed thoroughly enough in most .sections 
to convince the m ajority of its value. 
Bounty agents m ust largely abandon 
helping individuals in: favor of train­ 
ing enough men to carry the terracing 
program forward rapidly. Air. Bentley* 
believes. 
“A< :i part of this training system 
quite 
generally used 
now, 
formers 
and business men in rn a IJJ pliiees have 
formed central committees to assist 
county agents in every possible way 
to speed up the terracing program,” 
lie continues. 
“Every local agency 
willing ;mi«! capable of helping is* be­ 
ing pressed into service, and even club 
boys and vocational agricultural stu­ 
dents sire lay'ing off terrace lines. 
“At the sam** time county .agents are 
incrcsising th** number of soil building 
dem onstrations through tho planting 
of cover crops, especially legumes, and 
establishing suitable crop rotations on 
terraced hind. 
This is in recognition 
of Hie fact that terracing is only the 
first st co In soil conservation.”

WHAT THE FARMER THINKS 
ABOUT 


A questiouaire sent out by “Farm 
and Fireside!** an agricultural publi­ 
cation, and answered by 13,431 of its 
readers, reveals interesting changes in 
habits of thought among the rural 
population. 
v 
For instance, two of those answer­ 
ing the questiouaire favored legisla­ 
tion permitting physicians to give out 
biri Ii control information when re­ 
quested by Rah parents. On the other 
hand, the vote was four to one against 
any liberalization of divorce laws. 
Three out of every four expressed 
dissatisfaction 
with 
existing 
liquor 
laws and regulations. 
Fifty per cent 
seemed pessimistic about farm relief, 
expressing no confidence in any fed­ 
eral measures on that subject; 40 lier 
cent approved the existing law and IO 
per cent wanted sumo sort of deben­ 
ture plan. 
A liberal attitude toward 
tobacco was expressed, but five-sixth 
of the answers disapproved cigaret ad­ 
vertising designed to appeal to women 
smokers. 
Some of the questions dealt with 
the interests and ambitions of farm­ 
ers rather than their beliefs. 
An­ 
swers to such questions indicated that 
the average farmer’s field of thought 
is much broader than it was. 
In­ 
creased interest in books, travel, music 
and child training was manifested. 
We know that the farm isn’t what 
it used to be. 
Neither, judging from 
the magazine’s responses, is the farm ­ 
er.—Wichita Times,
